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Seif ert Would Like 
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Planning Involvement 


A proposal to involve several 
town groups in preparing a 
master plan for Andover Schools 
has gotten underway here via the 
School Committee and the 
Superintendent’s office. 

The proposal was drafted by 
Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert, 
superintendent of schools, to con- 
sider existing and future use and 
possible expansion of school 
facilities here. 

Seifert said this week that one 
of the major benefits of the 
proposal is as a vehicle to get the 
several committees to look 
together for the benefit of the 
whole town. Those groups would 
include the planning board, 
selectmen, finance committee, 
town manager, citizens com- 
mittee and State School Building 
Assistance Commission (SBAC), 
in addition to the School Com- 
mittee, administration and facul- 


ty. 
Each group will be assigned a 
specific function, such as growth 
and enrollment projections, land 
planning, selection and acquisi- 
tion of new properties, financing 
and taxes, and community in- 
volvement. 

One of the school committee’s 
jobs, he said, will be ‘‘to deter- 
mine where we are going,what 
we want to do with the kids,’’ and 
to determine the educational 
specifications for facilities to 
carry out those goals. 

We won’t just be examining the 
existing sites, Seifert emphasiz- 
ed, but the possibility of new 
ones, or the remodeling of ex- 
isting ones. 

For example, he said, not only 
do we not have enough sites for 
school use, but the town doesn’t

Board Rejects 
Planner Position 
For October 


There will be no consideration 
of providing funds for a full time 
planner at the October town 
meeting. 

This was decided Monday night 
by the selectmen after a motion 
by Selectman Edmund Sullivan 
to insert the article in the 
warrant failed to gain a second. 

The item was on the Monday 
agenda after the board failed to 
accept a planning board request 
for insertion of an article in the 
warrant to provide funds for the 
continued services of a 


professional planner after 


January of 1974. 

At present, Joseph Schall is 
serving the planning board under 
Emergency Employment Act 
funds. The EEA program expires 
at the end of the year, thus funds 
will be needed to continue the 
position from January to June 
under the 18-month budget 
provisions. 

At a meeting of the selectmen 
two weeks ago, action on placing 
the article in the warrant was 
deferred until Town Manager J. 
Maynard Austin returned from 
vacation. 

Up to that time, the selectmen 
had proceeded on a policy of in- 
serting all items requested by 
municipal boards in the October 


School Bells Sound At Doherty 


The school bells rang out for 
601 youngsters at Doherty School 
Monday only two days late and in 
what Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert, 
superintendent of schools, called 
“one of the smoothest openings 
of a basically new school I’ve 
seen.”’ 

He also expressed high hopes 
that Shawsheen School would 
open next Monday. That decision 
hinges on a special tour of the 
renovation progress at the school 
today by members of the School 
Committee. 

While the other eight schools 
opened on schedule last Thurs- 
day, Doherty and Shawsheen 
remained closed for renovation 
work that had not been com- 
pleted. 

The Doherty pupils brought the 
enrollment in Andover Public 
Schools to a total of 6059 so far 
this year. The Shawsheen totals 
will be included after that school 
opens, but are expected to exceed 
last year’s 339, since sixth 
graders are going back into that 
building this fall. 

Dr. Seifert said Doherty open- 
ed up ‘‘exceptionally well’ Mon- 
day, and that a 10:30 a.m. sur- 
prise fire drill was taken in 
stride. Only a few finishing 
touches remain at Doherty and 
they present no safety hazard to 
the faculty or pupils, he said. 
They include some paint touch - 
ups, nailing of carpets and clean- 
ing, particularly in the instruc- 
tional media center. 

Work still incomplete at 
Shawsheen includes some 
mechanical section work and lay- 
ing of carpets. 

Seifert said he will now petition 
the State, which requires 
youngsters to attend school 180

warrant, thus saving the need for 
obtaining signatures on a peti- 
tion. 

Selectmen Alan F.. French and 
Milton Greenberg were then and 
again on Monday, of the opinion 
that the position was not of an 
emergency nature, and also that 
such things as personnel were 
within the province of the 
manager and should be presented 
at the annual town meeting. 

Town Manager Austin explain- 
ed to the selectmen that he con- 
sidered the position vital to the 
town, and in presenting the item 
for October consideration was 
supporting the planning board 
position and not an individual per 
se. 

He noted that he was in- 
strumental in getting Mr. Schall 
on board in the planning depart- 
ment through the EEA funds and 
tried to make the position a full 
time, town supported function at 
the 1973 annual town meeting. 


At that time, it was felt that 
only a single fulltime ad- 
ministrative position should be 
considered, and the assistant 
manager was endorsed. 

Austin noted that the new plan- 
ning position would normally fall 
in a new year - - 1974, but with the 
18-month budget provisions, it 
would be necessary to act in Oc- 
tober since the next budget year 
does not begin until July, 1974. 

Selectman French said he felt 
it was a bad policy to include 
salaried position items in the 
provisions through which the 
selectmen would insert items in 
the October town meeting for all

Hydrogen 
Storage 
Halted 


The Board of Selectmen Mon- 
day night voted to ask Endrock 
Associates (Raytheon) to turn off 
15 tanks of hydrogen gas, stored 
in above-ground tanks behind its 
Lowell St. plant, until the 
selectmen decide whether or not 
to issue a license allowing the 
tanks. 

The unanimous decision was 
made after the selectmen learn- 
ed that the tanks had been used 
without license in a Raytheon 
heat treating process for more 
than two years. The tanks, which 
store 48,000 cubic feet of 
hudrogen, were found during a 
routine inspection by the An- 
dover Fire Chief in July. 

A Raytheon representative at 
the meeting, however, said that 
local company officials had been 
operating ‘‘in good faith’’ and felt 
that proper permission had been 
obtained from the town by cor- 
porate headquarters more than 
two years ago. The hydrogen was

Reluctant O.K. To Spray 


The Board of Selectmen Mon- 
day night gave a reluctant but un- 
animous okay to send low-flying 
aircraft over Andover this week 
with a special sting - - a low den- 
sity malathion. 

Their aim was to wipe out 
another airborne culprit - - the 
Aedis Solicitons mosquito carry- 
ing the deadly virus of equine 


’ encephalitis. 


The request for spraying was 
passed along from the State by 
Robert A. Walsh, chairman of 
the Andover Board of Health. 
Walsh said the mosquito situa- 
tion was ‘‘now critical’ and that 
the virus had been isolated on 
dead birds found ‘‘nearby,’’ some 
even rumored to have been found 
in Andover. 

A representative of State Com- 
missioner of Public Health ,Dr. 
William Bicknell’s office had 
phoned Walsh Monday for per- 
mission to include Andover in a 
spraying program beginning 


Tuesday. All of Essex County ~ 


was to be covered, Walsh said.

have enough for town functions. 
If, sometime in the future, we 
had a Town-School Administra- 
tion center, where would it be? 
Would we rent space, use ex- 
isting sites, or purchase new 
ones. 

Also a consideration, he said, is 
school versus development use of 
land. What if we buy land now, 
and leave it in a “land bank’’ un- 
til we need it. On the other hand, 
if a developer buys up the same 
land for homes, what would be 
the cost of sewerage and other 
services? Would 100 homes re- 
quire a new school? Would the 
land cost us more later? ‘‘We 
would probably save dollars in 
the long haul by buying land in a 
land bank.” 

Seifert said he will be working 
closely with the SBAC. If the 
study is carried out along SBAC 
guidelines, the state would return 
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65 per cent of the cost of the, 


study to the town. He said the 
school committee appropriated 
$7500 in the budget last year for 
such a study. 

Seifert said he is also con- 
sidering a format to select a 
citizens committee to air 
feelings of the community and 
parents about facilities and 
finances, and that he plans to ask 
the school committee if he should 
come up with a format for out- 
side consultation. 


He said the study will also

then used in the ABM program, 


now phased out, but would be 
used again in an up-coming SAM- 
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D manufacturing program. 

The Selectmen also asked that 
the new program not be started 
until proper license is issued. If 
they decide against~a license, 
the tanks would be removed. 

Also to be considered in the 
selectmen’s decision are charges 
of residential neighbors of the 
Raytheon plant, that the com- 
pany had gone back on some of 
its promises. The neighbors, who 
also did not know of the existence 
of the tanks, turned out more 
than a dozen strong Monday night 
to protest Raytheon’s request to 
store inflammables. 

Albert Talarico, 4 Marigold 
Lane, said that after the West 
Andover Association brought suit 
against Raytheon in another 
matter, the company had promis- 
ed not to use any above-ground 
storage tanks, and had also 
promised to provide a 
playground for neighborhood 
children, which has never 
appeared. 

“What will this do to our in- 
surance rates?” Talarico added. 

A representative of the Linde 
Division of Union Carbide, which 
provides the hydrogen, said that 
to his knowledge there had been 
no increase in insurance rates 
near other such installations 
around the country. 

Raytheon is asking for permis- 
sion to store 15 tanks, bundled 
together, in the shipping and 
receiving yard behind its plant, 
and surrounded by a security 
fence. 

The Linde-representative con- 
tended that there was no danger 
of explosion, and that the 
systems were protected with 
safety valves and grounded. If ig- 
nited, however, he said a flame 
would burn only at the point of 
origin. 
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Dick Barry, manager of 
maintenance at the plant, said 
Raytheon had installed still 
another safety device, an 
automatic shutoff of the flow of 
the gas in the event of a power 
failure. He said there was also 


adequate ventilation in the plant, 


and that lally columns had been 
sunk in the ground to prevent 
possibility of a truck ramming 


the tanks. 

The Linde representative said 
that Union Carbide has not had 
any industrial accidents in New 
England in the last 10 years. 

The Selectmen did approve a 
license for Shetland Properties to 
store 1000 gallons of Red Label 
flammable fluids on its property 
off York Street.

NOTE; All uses listed below are subject to the special permit re- 
quirements of flood plain areas where applicable. 

AMEND Section VI. (Other Requirements) by adding the following 
new Paragraph H.: 

H. Flood Plain Area 

In granting a special permit the Board of Appeals shall be satisfied 
that the following conditions are met: 

1. New construction or substantial improvements of residential 
Structures within the flood plain area must have the lowest floor 
(including basement) elevated to or above I.R.F. level. 

2. New construction or substantial improvements of non-residential 
Structures within the flood plain area must have the lowest floor 
(including basement) elevated to or above I.R.F. level or, together 
with attendant utility and sanitary facilities, be floodproofed up to the 
I.R.F. level. 

3. The proposed structure or use or site development plan shall not 
be contrary to the purposes of flood plain area management as set 
forth in Section I.a. (above) or the permitted uses in the zoning dis- 
trict in which the flood plain is located. 

4. The Board of Appeals shall ascertain that the request has been 
referred to the Conservation Commission, the Board of Health and, 
where industrial lands are involved, the Industrial Commission, and 
reported upon within 15 days after the public hearing. 

5. The building and site development plans shall be prepared by an 
engineer well qualified in floodproofing techniques and flood plain 
area development. Plans for a proposed major site development 
should include existing and proposed buildings, original and final 
grade elevations, showing contours at 1’ elevations with the ILR.F. 
line plotted on these contours, and the methods of drainage. Minor 
developments must plot the I.R.F. line on the property under con- 
sideration. 

These plans shall show in detail the security of driveway or 
walkway emergency access to the building during flooding. 

6. All structures and site development shall be in compliance with 
Federal and State regulations including ‘Criteria for Land Manage- 
ment and Use’’, (as amended from time to time) and set forth in the 
National Flood Insurance Program. 

AMEND Section VII., (Nonconformance) by adding under ‘‘A”’ a 
new Paragraph #3. as follows: 

3. In flood plain areas, buildings or structures in existence at the 
time of the adoption of this bylaw may undergo alteration involving 
normal maintenance, repairs, reconstruction, extension or structural 
changes; provided that in no case may such buildings or structures be 
enlarged or extended more than a sum total of ten (10) percent in 
volume or floor area without a special permit from the Board of 
Appeals under Section VI.H. and 

AMEND Section VII. (Nonconformance) by numbering the existing 
paragraph under ‘‘B” as #1 and adding a new Paragraph #2 as 
follows: 

2. In flood plain areas, if buildings or structures in existence at the 
time of the adoption of this bylaw shall have been damaged by fire, 
explosion or other catastrophe to the extent of 80% of its assessed 
value, such buildings or structures shall not be restored unless the 
Board of Appeals, acting under Section VI.H. grants a special permit. 
If damaged to a lesser degree, the building may be restored or rebuilt 
provided that the iocation is not changed so as to increase the flood 
hazard, and the area and volume of the building is not increased. An 
opinion from the Town Assessor shall be requested in determining the 
extent of damage.

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The Spraying 
We never cease to be.amazed at the consistency of the 
board of selectmen in making an issue out of something 


as clearcut as the necessity to grant approval for aerial * 


spraying of the town. 

The board was faced with the simple matter of giving 
assent to the Federal Aviation Authority to permit low 
flying aircraft to apply malathion over Andover. The 


town had been notified Monday by state health 


authorities that aerial spraying would begin on Tuesday 
in order to combat mosquitoes carrying encephalitis. 

But rather than granting a normal, routine request in 
an emergency situation, some board members expressed 
displeasure at the informality of a telephone conversa- 
tion between local authorities and the state health office. 

It seems in the past, the selectmen have stressed their 
reliance on the local health board for advice, such as in 
the spraying program locally, the dump situation a year 
ago, often times on the installation of sewer lines. 

Monday night, Robert A. Walsh, chairman of the An- 
dover Board of Health presented his information on the 
spraying program and its need based on a telephone con- 
versation with Dr. Kenneth Wood in the state health of- 
fice. Town Manager J. Maynard Austin, likewise in- 
formed the board of his conversations with the state 
health agency. 

A written record of the conversations appeared insuf- 
ficient. 

It was further pointed out that Andover was not singled 
out for the aerial spraying. The entire Essex County area 
was being doused, and as such Andover would be getting 
its share, particularly in view of dead birds having been 
found in Andover, victims of the mosquito - spread dis- 
ease. 

We can appreciate the concern of the selectmen on far- 
malities in some cases, but this was a bit much. 

It was almost like doubting the veracity of a person us- 
ing Alexander G. Bell’s cherished rapid communication 
system. 

Being a bit facetious, it almost means that the next 
request for mutual aid should be rejected by the fire 
department until Chief Hilton gets the request in writing, 
with support information on the severity of the fire to 
which the Andover department must respond. 


Communication 


Complaints registered at last week’s school committee 
meeting regarding communication would not appear to 
be well founded. 

The comments were not really in the form of com- 
plaints, but apparently a desire for better com- 
munications among the townspeople by a few residents. 

One person had innumerable suggestions some just 
short of letters to individual taxpayers concerning the 
school department activities as well as agenda material 
in advance. 

Frankly, we feel the school committee and administra- 
tion, has improved its communications image con- 
siderably in recent years. 

A current thought to prepare an agenda for publication 
by the Tuesday prior to a school committee meeting is 
another effort toward keeping the community informed. 

A current aim of the administration to develop a five 
year plan for capital expenditures in consort with the 
town is another example of improved communications 
and effort to keep taxpayers abreast of needs and 
developments in education. 

It appears that one of the problems faced by Andover 
school authorities is not that of communications, but 
rather meeting the demands of individual interests. 

Reports of activities of school committee meetings, by 
the media, regardless of the agency performing the func- 
tion, do not meet their needs, simply because they choose 
not to read or hear factual information. Rather they see 
their particular individual tastes being rejected. 

The media, telephone chains, PTA groups, and 
organizations interested in the public education process, 


seem to be getting the message across on what is happen- * 


ing locally. 

Basically public education in Andover should be just 
that -- public. It is perfectly acceptable to debate certain 
facets of the system locally and some priorities, but let’s 


not tie up the administration, and their aides, with the ; 


process of practically extending personal invitations to 


residents to attend meetings. 


A bit of ‘‘old Andover,” began 
its way into history this past 
week. 

Workmen were dismantling 
what was once a large chicken 
coop on High Street. The building 
has been idle for a number of 
years and is now apparently suc- 
cumbing to probably a modern 
home. 

That farm along with one 
diagonally across the street, 
provided many a poultry item for 
the area for many years. 

Ralph Stevenson was the 
proprietor of the chicken farm at 
the corner of Haverhill and High 
Streets where the apartment 
complex is now located. 


From the looks of traffic on the 
weekend, many vacationers or 
summer resort residents waited 
until the week after Labor Day to 
make the return home. 

Highways seemed more crowd- 
ed than usual on Sunday, many of 
the cars packed with vacation 
items, some towing boats home 
for the season, many with bikes 
attached to the rear. 


The tragedy on the Mystic-

Officials anticipated massive

Even Monday night, com- 
muters reported little problem in 
leaving the city due to the bridge 
section collapse and closing after 
a gravel truck smashed a support 
beam.

One of the rarest and most 
spectacular events of the fall 
foliage season in Massachusetts 
is taking place in East Falmouth 
this week.

The few Franklinia trees in ex- 
istance today in North America 
are all descendants of a single 
tree found by John Bartram in 
1790. Bartram discovered the 
tree along a Georgia river bank 
and returned with it to his 
botanical garden in Philadelphia 
where he named it after a man he 
very much admired - Benjamin 
Franklin. 

Although many botanists have 
searched for new specimens of 
the tree, Franklinia has never 
again been found growing wild. 
Besides the Franklinia, the 
Ashumet Holly Reservation

Two 12-week courses in ‘“Home 
Vegetable Gardening’ will be 
conducted in evening adult divi- 
sion at the Essex Agricultural & 
Technical Institute. Classes will 
meet one evening a week from 7 
to 9:30 P.M. 

The basic home vegetable gar- 
dening course for beginners will 
cover location of garden, soil 
preparation, selection of plants, 
culture of crops, insect and dis- 
ease control, harvesting, garden 
planning and building a basement 
light garden. This class will 
begin on Wed., Sept. 19 with 
registration at the first class 
meeting at 7 p.m. in Extension 
Hall. 

The advanced vegetable gar- 
dening course is for those who 
have a knowledge of the subject 
and/or have completed the basic 
course. Subject matter will in- 
clude soil sampling and testing, 
soil types and role of organic 
matter, use of lime and fertilizer 
in the garden, organic gardening, 
and structure of vegetable 
plants. This course will begin 
Tuesday, September 18 with 
registration at the first class 
meeting, 7 p.m. in Extension 
Hall. 


This year home gardens are 
very popular. Unfortunately, 
many did not realize that much of 
their produce would be ripe for 
use all at once. Others wish to 
take advantage of seasonal 
bargains but hesitate to buy more 
than can be used immediately. If 
you find yourself with a surplus, 
the quickest, easiest means of 
preservation is freezing. 

The Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has a 
pamphlet on freezing, write or 
call if you would like a copy. 
These tips, however, may be 
adequate: 

Check your freezer 
temperature to make sure it will 
go down to and stay at zero 
degrees. It is best to use a 
freezer thermometer. Put your 
freezer at its lowest setting. 

Use packaging material that is 
moisture and vapor proof. Rigid 
plastic containers with snap on 
lids or glass freezer jars with 
screw on lids do well and are 
reuseable. When using jars do not 
fill completely. Be sure to leave 
at least one half inch empty at 
the top. 

Plastic bags take the least 
space. Avoid punctures by press- 
ing out excess air. Tie securely 
with a wire twist tab. Heavy duty 
aluminum foil, plastic wrap, or 
freezer paper can also be used. 
Seal with freezer tape, 

Freeze in small containers 
enough for one meal. 

Remember - your final product 
can be only as high in quality as 
the one you started with. Freeze 
the best and freshest produce.

What does it cost to keep 
someone in prison? 

Lawmen and scholars are try- 
ing to find the answer amid grow- 
ing talk of half-way houses and 
correctional reform. 

To date, a Boston University 
survey indicates that taxpayers 
lose $10,820 per inmate per year. 

The figure represents the ac- 
tual cost of confinement and of 
the “lost opportunity’ to use 
space taken up by prisons for 
buildings which would add to the 
tax rolls. 

Assistant Professor Carl 
Nelson, of BU’s college of 
business administration, will be 
working with Middlesex County 
Sheriff John Buckley in the next 
few months to develop more 
detailed figures and to estimate 
the expense of such proposed 
reforms as community - based 
half - way houses. 

Governor Sargent’s staff has 
also indicated interest in seeing 
the results of the study, which 
was carried out with the help of 
three cost accounting students 
who focussed their attention on 
the Billerica House of Correc- 
tion.

But it will be impossible to 
“‘sell’’ new methods to the 
legislature and the public until 
it’s known just how much is paid 
now for what we have. 

The BU students have started 
probing the cost of local alter- 
natives to incarceration, but 
haven’t yet put them in finished 
form. 

Many studies have shown what 
it costs to house and feed a 
prisoner, and to take care of his 
family. But none so far have 
documented the potential of land 
and buildings now used for in- 
carceration. 

The BU survey hopes to 
develop a ‘forecasting model” 
which will give lawmakers a way 
to project the costs of prison 
operation for the next seven 
years. 

“Tf the prisons didn’t exist,” 
says Professor Nelson, ‘‘the land 
could be used to build houses, 
which would help the tax rate.”’ 

There’s one cost of prison that 
can never be measured, of course 
- - the human cost. 

The BU course, ‘‘managerial 
approaches to social problems,” 
doesn’t propose to put a 
yardstick on the waste inherent 
in prison. In making information 
available to such officials as 
Sheriff Buckley and Governor 
Sargent, though, it’s hoped that a 
true cost estimate will help law- 
makers and underscore the fact 
to citizens that it’s far cheaper to 
keep someone out of jail than to 
keep him in.

Everything a customer needs 
to know about placing a long dis- 
tance call can be found on the en- 
suing pages - - including the best 
and cheapest ways to call. 

Guidelines on how to deal with 
annoyance callers make up 
another section of each book. 

Putting its best face forward 
each year isn’t hard for New 
England Telephone when direc- 
tory cover treatment involves 
the New England scenery. 

Last year’s fourteen New 
England Telephone directory 
covers were chosen from over 1,- 
000 transparencies sent to the 
directory department by 
amateur and professional 
photographers throughout the 
United States.

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On The 
Osprey 


By Wayne Hanley 

To report that New England’s 
last large colony of ospreys did 
rather well this summer requires 
an explanation. 

In some ways, the birds’ 
success might be compared to an 
exhausted swimmer who still is 
swimming although a strong tide 
continues carrying him seaward. 

The ospreys which nest along 
the Westport and Slocum Rivers 
of Massachusetts, near 
Narragansett Bay, were down to 
14 pairs this year. They had 
astonishing success, however. 
The 14 pairs hatched 28 young os- 
preys and 27 of the young sur- 
vived to leave the nest. 

AS a measure of how good that 
production was: Gil and Jo Fer- 
nandez of Dartmouth, who keep 
score on the osprey colony, 
report that in 1972, the 15 pairs of 
ospreys then present produced 
only 11 fledglings. 

Once as many as 120 pairs of 
ospreys spent the summer in the 
general area of Westport. Around 
the end of World War II, the birds 
were down to about 60 pairs. 
Since then, they have continued

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to decline, with an occasional ral- 


y. 

The present number of 14 pairs 
equals the record lows establish- 
ed in 1963 and 1964. After those 
two poor years, the birds 
gradually increased until they 
reached 23 pairs in 1968. Since 
then they have experienced 
another slow decline. 

Ospreys are large fish hawks. 
Their general dark - and - white 
color causes many persons to 
mistake them for eagles. At the 
turn of the century, ospreys were 
common birds along the New 
England coast and many larger 
New England ponds supported at 
least one pair. 

Oddly, the most successful os- 
preys now in southeast New 
England nest each summer on 
Martha’s Vineyard. The two 
pairs on the Vineyard produced 
six young in 1971; seven young 
last year, and six young this 
year. 

The decline of ospreys has been 
linked at least circumstantially 
with the use of hard pesticides. 
The general collapse of the pop- 
ulation throughout the northeast 
came when the use of DDT was 
at its height. In recent years the 
use of hard pesticides has declin- 
ed but many other chemicals in 
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coastal waters have either in- 
creased or maintained a rather 
high level. Ospreys are especial- 
ly susceptible since they eat 
nothing but fish and fish are 
great concentrators of 
chemicals. In addition, a fish 
with a heavy chemical load tends 
to become disabled and easy prey 
for ospreys. 

Each year we check out the os- 
prey population on a small island 
in the east branch of the West- 
port River. The island is owned 
by the town. In late August this 
year there were seven young os- 
preys perched among the three 
nests and dead branches of trees 
on the island. In the brief time we 
watched, three young ospreys 
flew out, returned with a fish 
each and proceeded to eat their 
prey while perched. 

Their fishing success indicated 
that they were learning the os- 
preys’ trade - - and this is the 
crucial point for all predators. 
Far too many fail to learn to 
catch their own food and starve.
